THE PROPOSED RUSH

I have been Informed that at a meeting of tho Committee on Morals and Discipline, the requests for a Rush 
from Arts and Scienc*. which had been forwarded by the Students' Council, had been dealt with and a de- 
cision . reached which placed tho reaponslblllly oC holding the Rush on the Council. 

In order fully to discuss the situation nnd plans which have been proposed, It has been decided to bold 
a meeting of the presidents of tun Freshman and Sophomores In Arts, Science. Medicine and Commerce with 
Dr. I.auib.' the Director of the Department of Physical Education, nnd myself at the Union, 2 p.m. to-day, Oc- 
tober 22nd. These officials are asked to be present without hi.ll at this meeting. 

Tlii» will necessitate Uic postponement of thé Arts Rush, which was to bo held to-day and the proposa: 
for which was not approved by the Committee on Moral and Discipline. 

In conclusion. I ask the members of the First and Second years to take no stops in the meantime which 
may result In the absolute ban of the Hush, and assure them that tho decision reached at the meeting to- 
night wjl! he acted upon as soon as possible, if found Icasiblt.

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A BETTER UNDERSTANDING 

V"im tviu-n- in i lie is>uc of to-day's paper appears a letter Iront 
the President of lite S'.u'lcnts' Council relative to the much dis- 
eusscd question of a l tc>hinan-Sophomorc Rush. 

Wc arc not in full ci>nnizance uf the particular point* which 
»vcrc involved in the proposals advanced hy Arts awl Science and 
therefore are in no position to criticize the attitude adopted by the. 
• authorilies in refusing to grant them their sanction. Suffice it to 
•ay that we have every confidence in the judgment and sense of 
fair play of the Committee on Morals and Discipline, and believe 
that they will consider the present situation from all angles and 
with a sincere desire to arrive at some understanding which will 
serve as a reliable and satisfactory precedent by which wc may 
be guided in the future. * 

Further, we are uf the opinion that at last the proper methods 
of arriving at such a satisfactory agreement are being adopted, and 
that if they are consistently pursued they will result in a' real and 
permanent settlement of the problem. Many were disposed to 
regard the rather muumpromisiug attitude of the University autho- 
rities in passing the resolution forbidding, almost without qualifi- 
cation, the Ku«.|i, as it \va> popularly^ known and understood, a? 
Arbitrary and in absolute disregard '-of- stîjdents rights. Wc will 
not discuss the justification for this view, but will say that what- 
ever may have hern tin- spirit behind the more or le\>s drastic regu- 
lation of last year the authorities arc in the present situation dis- 
playjng an earnest desire to arrive at a satisfactory settlement of 
the difficulty. Further, they have evidence and arc evidencing a 
real willingness to compromise. 
( It should now- he understood by the student body that the 
authorities are not absolutely and unqualifiedly opposed to any- 
thing in the nature of a Rush. As a matter of fact, quite the con- 
trary is the case. As things now stand the question at issue is, 
not whether a Rush will be tolerated, but rather how such an event 
ty be directed and conducted in order to guard against a viola- 
on of the essential principles involved in the prohibitory ruling 
the Corporation. 
With a disposition on the part of both bodies concerned to 
"arrive at a reasonable and practical : "solii'tlon of the problem we 
■ have every reason to believe that shortly the question of an annual 
, Rush will be permanently settled.

WHY DO THEY CALL IT PIN 
MONEY? 

J This expression originally came Irom 
the allowance which a husband gavo 
'hli wife to purchase pins. At one time 
pins wero dreadfully expensive, so that 
only wealthy peoplojcould afford them, 
and they were saved so carefully that 
In those days you could not have looked 
along the pavement nnd found a pin 
which you happened to be In need, of aa 
you can and often do to-day. 
. tiy a eurloui law the manufacturers 
of pins were only allowed to sell them 
on January 1st and 2nd d\ch year, and 
so when those days came around tho 
women whose husbands could afford 
It, secured pin money from them and 
went out and got their pins. 

Pins have become so' very cheap In 
these days that we are. rather careless 
with them, hut the expression has con- 
tinued to live although to-dny when 
.used. It means any nllownnce of money 
which a husband gives a wife for her 
personal expenses..

writes that the ' Provincial Council of 
the Cape 'of Good Hope has pased 
decreo authorizing the destruction of 
tho herd of e'ephants lii the* Addo 
Bush Forest Reserve." Says a writer 
in Science. 

'The Addo Bfsh, near Fort ElUa 
beth, -until recently was a waterless 
scrub of llttlo value, In Its centre nn 
area of approximately 6.000 neres has 
long been a reserve for the elephant*. 
The land Is not fenced off, and farms; 
at first of small value, hut now being 
developed by Irrigation works from 
Sunday's River, surround II. The herd 
numbers between 100 and 200 Indivi- 
duals, the' only surviving examples of 
a distinct variety, characterised by a 
strongly arched forehead, enormous 
ears, roughly square outline, ahorb 
forelegs and a very hairy body. The 
proposed action Is not a case of wanton 
destruction. The provincial Council 
has given long consideration to the 
matter, and has passed the decree 
only after careful Investigation by a 
special committee whose members 
were fully alive to the seologlcal cal- 
amity that that their recommendates 
Involved. The elephants bally out 
of the reserve Inquest of food 
and water. Thoy break down 
fences, stampede cattle, destroy 
crops and frighten human beings. 
They assume that the Irrigation canals 
arc intended for their benefit, and In 
taking their baths they destroy the 
banka and dams. The committee re- 
ported that the elephants could be 
confined only by thé. etodlon.of.a, 
fence thirteen miles let' length, and a 
structure sufficiently strong to' eon-, 
tain elephants would have cost at least, 
♦100,000. It would have been ncces-. 
sary to -provide a water supply, and 
It Is more than doubtful if the area, 
Inclosed would have provloTed natural 
f joc! In sufficient qualities." 



AMERICAN WALKER 

Seattle, October 21.— An American ex- 
plorer. Harold .Voice, 'formerly a member 
of vnhaialmur Stefansson'i party. Is 
working his way eastward on foot along 
the route of the Northwest Passage oh 
tht northern rata of the continent, àcr 
cording to word received here. He ex- 
pects to reaeh the Hudson Bsy country 
and civilisation some time nexC summer. 

Htorker Storkson, formerly second In 
command of the gtefansson party, who 
arrived here recently from thi Far North 
ssld that Notes, accompanied only by 
Eskimos, Is proceeding slowly and map- 
ping portions of the coast Una of Victoria 
Land, heretofore unmapped, la being 
charted by Nolce. 

.Voice may visit the Interior of Victoria 
Land, which, according to all reports, has 
never been explored by white men. Alt 
explorers, traders and trappers who have 
touched Victoria I*nd have only Journey- 
ed slong Its shores, fitefansson found tho 
tribe of "blond Eskimos" In the 1 Victoria 
Land country. 

Nolce has no ship and but few supplies. 
He depends almost entirely, upon his gun 
for his living. 'Stefansson, his rormer 
chief, who in noted among avplorers as 
being able to live off th« barren white 
■ands of the north, probably taught .Voice 
how to get about without carrying nyiny 
•upplles. 

Nolce'* parents live In Seattle. The 
explorer Is young In yean, having grad- 
uated from a high school here about eight 
years ago. He went North in 19IZ with 
Captain I.ou1i Lsne on thé schooner 
Polar Bear.

THE BATTLE OF CHATEAUGUAY. 

On the- 26th or Ootober, 1812 In the 
war botween the United States and 
the British In Canada one or the most 
brllllnnt victories won by the British 
was at Chatcauguay, Que. On the 
22nd or September General Hampton, 
In command on I«ke Champlaln had 
entered Canada nt Odolltown with over 
5,000 men. Finding that he was op- 
posed by the outposts of Dc Salabcrry, 
the famous British righter, he retraced 
his steps . and made a fresh advance 
from Ills point of Invasion by the roada 
leading to Chateauguay. De Salaberry 
with a email forco of 300 Canadian 
Fenclblea and Voltigeurs advanced 
again to. meet him at Chateauguay 
fortifying the ground ho chose with a 
blockhouse and an abattis., Here ho 
waa unexpectedly reinforced by tho 
gallant McDonnel.who had won great 
fame a{ Ogdenoburg. Ho had been 
rushed from Kingston to aid in the 
derence and had made almost a record 
rapid marchMo help his feHow com- 
mander. On the 26th of the month two 
force* or Americans, numbering' in all 
over 7,000 men, advanced to crush Do 
Salaberry, being Ignorant or the ar- 
rival of the fresh troops. While one 
column' met and dlsporsed a small 
number or Ucauhnrnols militia, the 
second struck the Voltigeurs, who were 
driven back upon the second line In 
meet places. But De Salabcrry w4lh 
a drummer boy sounded the advance 
In face of the enemy.* McDonnci was 
ready, however, ami by arranging his 
buglers at many separated points in 
the wood* and' each sounding the ad- 
vance he U-lckod the enemy Info think- 
ing that a great army lay In waiting 
to amaah the Americans. ThUi fear 
was Increased by tho war yella of a 
handful or Indiana In the derence troop. 
The Americans broke nnd fled and 
when< the column tliat had dlaporsed 
the Btauharnol* militia moved forward 
It was met by a furioae artillery fire. 
The United States ortlcer, too, thought 
he was engaging a great army and So 
ordered the retreat. The brilliant vic- 
tory . of the small l"iencli- Canadian 
force ended, the, invasion of Lower 
Canada. On Oct. Î6, 1895 « monument 
wa* erected on the field to commem- 
•i.-au: tha decisive «tr-iiMii»
